. The three ſuperiour Planets are under the Earth : The 
Sup, Moon, Venus, and Mercury age above.. By their 'va- 
rious. configurations, probably we ſhall have or hear of ma- 
ny Embafhes, and Treatics, and much Diſcourſe of ' ſuch 
Afﬀairs, thar be. occult and undiſcern'd. Many Tranſa&ions 
ccading to Religion, many Libels and Pamphlets, and very 
abufive roo, roche Government, Falſe Coiners very afive, 
more thanordinary, Some receive their juſt Reward, whilſt 
their Abettors, ard grand Incouragers, ſcape undiſcover- 
ed, &c. The moſt eminent Aſpe&s of this Quarter happen 
in Ae:ft, viz. a Quartile of rhe Sun and Mars; an oppoſi- 
tion of che Sun and Satufr, and. a Quartile of Satura and 
Mars.. Their Jufjuences excites Men's Minds to deſ 
and prepoſterous* Ations : ſomerimes Rebelilon is the' ef+ 
fe : olremimes Robberies more chan ordinary, and deſpe- 
rate attempts to carry on their enterprized Villanies. 
Some Duels and Quarrels among Men, and Domeſtick Quar- 
rels more than uſual. A rime of Private and moft ſecrer 
Conſulcations, 1a moſt of the Courts of rhe Princes; -and 
Stares of Europe, The People murmuring, and inclined'ro a 
general diflike of their SuperioursARtions. And In ſome placer, 
many feel che wair of their ſaperrours Anger , for, their 
ſawcy medling with things above thrir own Sphere and'Ca- 
paciry- I; may be expected that theſe Aſpeits of the. Su- 
periours muſt be attended with Hear, Thunder, and diftur- 
bance in the Alr. And though 'S2trn be famed ro-be of 
a cold Nature, concurrit cum Sole ad fulmen producendum, & 
falgur quandnq; mxium, 1's influence joyned with the Sun's 
producerh ( ofcenrimes) Thunder, ſometimes Lightning 
very hurtful and pernjcious.

It caueth a croubled Face of Heaven, and firange Appari- 
t!'Ons in the Air, Somerimes ic ſtirs up violen t Winds aud 
Thunder. Ic is a confiderable AſpeR, one of che Plzners 
nth a-tluſhico in his Face, and the other a FJamceglowving

For ir produceth 
fOmerimes Snow, Hel or Rain, three Days together, and on 
the fourth Thunder, according to the ublervation of Dr. 
Gead, the moſt ingenious, and Nrifteft Obſerver of ouy 
Ape. He quotes Kepler's Obſervation on the firſt of April 
1621, where he records the ſame day, Nivoſe, grands & 
Tenat, but our Aﬀpe& ks the ConjunQion, which favours 
notcold, fo mach as the Oppoſition dork, but is much 
more apt to kindle ſulphurous Attomns in the Air, making 
3x noxious to Mankind, The oppoſition of theſe two 
Planets on the 18th of September 18 rhe 12th Degree of 
$2 and 2 in the Year £5665, ought not co be forgotten, 
upon which che Morrality Bill was inflamed ro 9000. Star- 
tle nor at this Obſervation, 1 doas ſtedfafily believe a prime 
Cauſe, and yet cannot indeed, dare not ) deny 2 Second.
